ney fell to his death while making a 
public ascension with Proressot Mont- 
gomeiy's aeioplane at this place today 
The spectacle of the man falling thiee 
thousand feet thiough the air straight 
to the earth threw the crowd into the 
wildest consternation Men and women 
wept anS many women fainted while 
others turned their face1? from tne 
ceitain death which awaited the daring 
aeronaut 


When Maloney/reached a height' of 


4000 feet he cut the aeroplane loose 
from the balloon and commenced ma- 
neuvering 


He chcled gracefully about for some 


minutes, having the macnlne appar- 
ently under peifect conlrol 
Then he 


essto,ved a dedp dip 
Suddenly the 


machine swerved, hesitated and turn- 
ed completely over 


It lighted itself, sank down a cons.id- 


erable distance and turned over again. 
Maloney was clinging Qesperately to 
his seat and evidently endeavoring to 
legaln his control, but all his efforts 
were in vain

Again the aeroplane turned in the 


air, and this time the wings came to- 
gether and the man and machine came 
plunging strajght downwaid, while the 
hon Ifled spectatois 
gazed helplessly

used, and every person who visits ir 
resoits to any such place for the pur- 
pose of smoking opium, or its said pre- 
parations within said city, is guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a. fine no 
exceeding five hundred ($50000) dol- 
lars or imprisonment in the city jal 
not exceeding "ix months, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment.
